WASHINGTON (CPS) — 
Opponents of U.S, policy in Viet- 
nam are shifting their tactics 
from protests and demonstra- 
tions to actual attempts to dis- 
rupt the war effort.

He says the Mobilization is 
a broadly based organization with 
100 groups supporting it and the 
October 21 protest is intended 
to provide ways of protest both 
for those who wish to march 
and those who, in Dellinger’s 
words, ‘‘want to do more than 
dissent, who want to try to stop 
the war.”’ 


Although in the past a few 
people have employed such tac- 
tics as lying down in front of 
troop trains and refusing to serve 
in the Army, mass demonstra- 
tions, such as those organized 
by Mobilization on April 15 in 
San Francisco and New York, 
have only included marches and 
rallies with numerous speakers. 
There has been no direct action 
against the war, 


On October 21 there will 
actually be two marches, one 
from the Lincoln Memorial and 
the other from the Washington 
Monument, The two groups will 
converge on the south parking lot 
of the Pentagon, where there will 
be a mass rally, 


Jerry Kubin, the full time or- 
ganizer of the demonstration, 
says if there are more than 200, - 
000 people, there may be two or 
three rallies. No one in the 
Mobilization leadership has any 
idea of how many people will 
be coming. The group has made 
arrangements for 1,000 buses to 
bring people down from New York 
City to the demonstration, 
however. 


Dellinger says the list of 
speakers for the rally is not yet 
complete. 


According to Rubin, hippie 
communities from New York, San 
Francisco, and possibly Wash- 
ington will hold a religious cere - 
mony in which they will 
form a circle around the Penta- 
gon to drive out the evil, which, 
according to some Indian reli- 
gions, resides in five-sided 
structures, 


After the rally, those who wish 
to will hold a sit-in at the doors 
of the Pentagon, The object wil! 
be to stop people from enter- 
ing the buiiding. Both Dellinger 
and Rubin say that anyone who 
wishes to leave the building will 
be welcome to do so, 


Rubin says the sit-in will 
be both ‘‘symbolic and disrup- 
tive.’ The Mobilization doesn’t 
really expect to shut down the 
Pentagon, where as many as 
10,000 people will be working that 
Saturday, ‘‘The Movement hasn’t 
yet reached the stage where it 
can do that,’’ says Rubin, but 
Dellinger adds, ‘‘We hope people 
will at least have to step over 
our bodies to get into the build- 


ing.”

The format of the proposal, 
which Hartman stated was the 
‘first in any college I know of,”’ 
calls for three student represen- 
tatives on each of two committees 
in the department: the programs 
of study comrnittee and the stu- 
dent affairs committee. 


The first committee functions 
as the policy-making and review 
body of the school with regard 
to programs of study. According 
to an outline circulated by Hart- 
man during his talk, the body 
has as its duties: to establish 
academic policy with regard to 
programs of study; prescribe 
academic standards for all edu- 
cational programs; approve all 
course curricula and refer them 
to the dean for review by the 
executive committee; and conduct 
studies of academic programs, 


The first committee functions 
as the policy-making and review 
body of the school with regard 
to programs of study. According 
to an outline circulated by Hart- 
man during his talk, the body 
has as its duties: to establish 
academic policy with regard to 
programs of study; prescribe 
academic standards for ali 
educational programs; approve 
all course, curricular, and refer

According to Hartman, the 
responsibilities of the committee 
are many. It will exercise res- 
ponsibility for student affairs, 
promote the betterment of 
student-faculty relations, main- 
tain cognizance for functioning 
of student organizations, advise 
the dean and department chair- 
men on student matters of 4 
school-wide nature and co- 
ordinate career guidance and re- 
lations with high schools and 
junior colleges, 


Hartman explained that the 
body can be a good ‘‘mechanism 
of protest’’ for engineering stu- 
dents. 


A total of six members will 
be seated on the committee. Ser- 
ving for one year, they will be 
elected by the engineering student 
body and consist of three faculty 
members and three students 
representing the academic de- 
partments of the school, 


Both proposals, said Hartman 
will be voted on in an election 
conducted by the Engineers’ Club 
and held for all _ enrolled 
engineering students. Election of 
student members to the commit- 
tees would take place ina similar 
fashion, 


Hartman said that of the pro- 
posal, the only portion he hesi- 
tated on was the ‘‘non-voting stat- 
us of the student members.’’ He 
explained, however, that if the 
representatives ‘‘keep an active 
role’ in their work, the situation 
could be ‘‘in the best interests 
of the students,’’

Blast New UC President 


LOS ANGELES (CPS) -—— Se- 
lection of Charles Hitch as the 
new president of the University 
of California was praised by 
everyone from Ronald Reagan to 
Ciark Kerr last week, though 
student leaders were guarded in 
their judgements and there were 
few clues about how Hitch will 
deal with Reagan and the vola- 
tile higher education situation 
in California, 


Hitch, currently UC vice pres- 
ident fox administration, was 
elected in a unanimous decision 
by the board of regents. He will 
assume his new position Jan, 1. 


Most of Hitch’s comments on 
assuming the post were confined 
to statements like ‘‘I hope the 
university will continue to ex- 
pand and increase its contribu- 
tion to the state,’’ since he said 
he would ‘‘not make any pro- 
nouncements on policy issues 
until I am president.’’ 


But it seemed clear that Hitch 
will be in the thick of the new 
battles which appear to be com- 
ing over the university’s budget. 
It was under his direction that 
the 1967-68 budget was drafted 
and guided through a stormy 
legislative session and a veto 
battle with Governor Reagan. 


He is recognized by the re- 
gents and administrators as the 
university’s budgetary expert and 
fas many times been praised for 
his presentations at regents’ 
meetings, but exactly how he will 
line up in any battles with Rea- 
gan is still undetermined. His 
only comment was that debates 
between Reagan and the regents’ 
over budget and governor’s pro- 
posal to charge tuition had dam- 
aged the university’s image in 
some parts of the country, ‘‘fair- 
ly or unfairly.’’ 


Reagan’s reaction to the se- 
lection of Hitch—a registered 
Democrat—as UC president was 
enthusiastic. ‘‘He’s a great 
scholar,’’ Reagan said, ‘‘and he’ s 
going to be a fine president.” 


Although he insisted that by 
his own choice he had not par- 
ticipated at all in the selection 
of Hitch prior to the final vote, 
the governor said that he had 
supported him during the exec-~- 
utive session consideration and 
had voted for him.

And in Berkeley, former UC 
President Kerr, fir2d by the re- 
gents in January, added his voice 
to the chorus of praise which 
also included al! nine of the 
university's campus chancellors, 
a faculty committee which made 
recommendations on the selec- 
tion of a new president to the 
regents, and the acting presi- 
dent, Harry Wellman, 


Hitch will apparently work to 
guard academic freedom at the 
university, which has come 
under heavy fire from many cri- 
tics, includ sg Governor Reagan, 
because of student demon- 
strations, outspoken students and 
faculty members, 


Responding to questions con- 
cerning his written statement 
that he counted on the regents 
‘to defend and protect the uni- 
versity’s autonomy,’’ Hitch re- 
plied, ‘‘university autonomy like 
freedom, is something you have 
to fight for ali the time. It 
is always in danger.’’ 


In the statement, Hitch also 
wrote, ‘‘if you find a univer- 
sity that is not striking some 


sparks, you can assume that it 


is dead.’’ Elaborating for report- 
ers, he said, ‘‘scholars in the 
university have the responsibi- 
lity for seeking truth and in so 
doing they produce sparks,”’ later 
adding that ‘‘research is an es- 
sential part of the university; 
good teaching and good re- 


search are inseparable,’’ 


leaders were more 
cautious in their reaction to 
Hitch’s election, Most of them 
said that their reservations were 
based on the as yet unanswered 
question of Hitch’s stands on stu- 
dent-related issues.

UCLA Undergraduate Pres- 
ident Joe Rubinstein, calling 
Hitch ‘‘a very good administra- 
tor,’’ said that ‘‘it still remains 
to be seen whether or not Pres- 
ident Eelct Hitch will give stu- 
dents definite participation in 
decision-making at the univer- 
sity.’’ Hitch said at his press 
conference that he wants to dis- 
cuss things with students because 
‘‘students have every right to 
be consulted,’’ but that ‘‘at this 
stage in their lives, students are 
not ready to run the university.’’

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regation; according to King, ‘‘but we have a great deal to do.’’ 

‘It is certainly a fact that strides have been made,’’ said King 
but that it would be an illusion if America were convinced that nc 
further steps need be taken. 

“It is a tragic and daily reminder that we have a long way to go,”’ 
King declared, He added that there is another form of violence just 
as tragic in the American ghetto; he said that it is a form of spirit- 
ual and psychlogicai violence. 

He said that 50 per cent of the American Negroes still live in 
deteriorating housing and ‘‘have wall-to-wall rats and roaches in- 
stead of wall-to-wall carpeting.’’ 

He said that Negro children are still attending segregated schools, 
if in fact not de jure, then de facto. Schools are far from adequate 
and often in urban areas less money is spent per pupil! in the de 
facto schoo! districts, than in predominantly white areas. He stated 
that the pupils upon graduation from these ‘‘segreated’’ schools 
often read on a sixth to eighth grade level. 

He said that the schools are overcrowded and devoid of quality, 
and that the most serious problem is that of economics. He said 
that the Negro lives with a major depression, and that this was true 
of every major city. Another major problem King pointed out, is 
not only unemployment but underemployment. He said that the Negro 
can’t function in the mainstream of American life, but rather is 
adrift in a vast ocean of American prosperity. According to King, 
peopie expiode in anger with misguided dimensions. He said that 
he ‘still believes in non-violence as I did in Montgomery 

He expressed the feeling that militant non-violence is stii! the 
Negro’s most potent weapon. He said that he can’t condemn the riots 
but rather condemned the intolerant conditions that society forces on 
the Negro 

The Negro feeis he has no other alternative but to engage in riots 
to call attention to how America has failed to react to his plight! 

King indicated that one of the major causes of Negro frustration 
has been unfulfilled promises, and that the American peopie are 
more concerned with preserving tranquility and the status quo. 

He said that the policy makers in the white society have caused 
many of the problems that create the so-cailed ‘‘long hot summers.’’ 

Congress doesn’t use long cold winters creatively enough accord- 
ing to King, to eradicate the problems that cause the riots of the ‘‘long 
hot summers,”’ 

“Riots are caused by delay and the postponement of justice. 

‘*The American people have got to see that a new era of strug- 
gle has come to replace the old--the struggle for total equaiity.”’ 
King sa.d that the new struggle, unlike the old, is going to cost some- 
thing.

He said that legislation was needea to make civil rights a reality, 
He said that there must be a massive program, ‘‘a bill of rights or 
Marshal! plan for the disadvantaged,’’ and that Congress must be 
compelled to enact that legislation. 

He added that Congress could no longer elude Negro demands 
for equality. 

King then stated that he had a mora! responsibility to take a stand 
against the war in Vietnam, even though it would alienate support 
from some quarters. He said that the war in Vietnam was doing 
more to damage the image of our nation than anything in the world 
todas 

‘Injustice anywhere is the threat of justice everywhere,.’’He 
said that he had to take a stand because his ‘‘conscience tells me 
that it is right. 

Black and white America must ‘earn that their destinies are 
tied together. There can be no separate path to power and fulfill- 
ment. 

Our goa! is freedom,’’ he said 

He was then given a standing ovation.

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Up With People’ Banned 
By Berkeley High School 


BERKELEY, California (CPS) 
— ‘‘Up With People’ a musical 
crusade made up of 150 young 
people, has been touring the 
United States and abroad since 
1965, 

Everywhere they’ve gone, 
they’ve played before cheering, 
capacity crowds. 

But when they hit Berkeley, 
California, last week for a con- 
cert at Berkeley High Schoo! 
Auditorium, their reception was 
something less than enthusiastic, 
to say nothing of cordiality. They 
were barred from performing at 
a school assembly by the faculty- 
Student committee. 

Up With People, explained the 
committee’s majority opinion in 
the 11-1 decision, ‘‘deals wit: 
images rather than realities, in 
that it attempts to establish or 
re-establish an image or stereo- 
type....It seems now, more than 
ever, that we are working with 
the idea that toleration of indi- 
vidual differences is of crucial 
importance,”’ 

In other words, the committee 
figured that Up With People’s 
militant American-as-apple- 
pieness wasn’t for Berkeley, 
which is one of those large and 
cosmopolitan high schools with 
a campus, teachers with doctor- 
ate degrees and hippies and poli- 
tical types. 

“I’ve seen the show before,”’ 
said Jay Manley, an art teacher 
and chairman of the committee, 
‘and what particularly bothered 
me was a sketch they did pit- 
ting clean-cut kids against pro- 
testors at opposite ends of the 
state. We’re anxious to present 
programs that present a variety 
of strong viewpoints but we do 
not wish these viewpoints to be 
Stated at the expense of 
any groups or individuals in our 
school body.’’ 

Although the Up With People 
people claim non-partisanship, 
they would hardly be candidates 
for an SDS good conduct award. 
Up With People was created and 
is sponsored by Moral Re-Arma- 
ment and is allegedly subsidized 
by the CIA and the ultra-right 
ownership of the Schick Safety 
Razor Company. Among its most 
vocal champions have been John 
Wayne, Pat Boone, and the late 
Walt ‘‘Mickey Mouse’’ Disney. 

What really seemed to bother 
Jan Manley, however, was the 
conformity thing. ‘‘We fee! that 
promoting conformity is a good 


thing,’’ he explained, ‘‘but we 
didn’t want them to ridicule non- 
conformity .’’ 


But in cosmopolitan and pro- 
gressive Berkeley, besides hip- 
pies and New Leftists, there 
is also a Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce and a breakfast Club, and 
insurance man Alan Legett 
belongs to both, 

“I took a couple of kids from 
the cast to the (lub this morn- 
ing,"’ said Legett, ‘‘and they got 
four standing ovations. | fee! 
they have a message and should 
have the right to be heard. The 
kids at the high schoo! should 
have had the chance to make up 
their own minds about Up With 


People. 
‘‘There’s been entirely too 
much empiasis on the hippies 


or beatniks at Berkeley. The 
rules have been relaxed and the 


administration has lost contro! 
to the students and teachers 

‘Just the other day, there 
were kids shooting dice right in 
from of the school. and the 
school’s right across the street 
from City Hall, 1 went to Berkeley 
but I don’t think I'd want my 
kids t go when they're old 
enough,"’ he said 

Among the least upset about 


the barring was Dee Dee Beth- 
une, who joined the Up With 
People cast two years ago (‘‘be- 
cause I wanted to do something 
positive’’), ‘‘There’s nothing in 
the show that puts down the hip- 
pies or anyone else,’’ says Dee 
Dee. ‘‘We’re not a goody-goody 
group, and we're not just for 
America. We're for people. 
You'll see,’’ 

Berkeley High students did get 
a chance to see Up With People 
for themselves on Friday night 
at the Berkeley Community The- 
atre, but for two dollars a seat. 
They were heavily outnumbered 
at the perforrnance by a late- 
thirties, early forties, white shirt 
crowd, 

As it turned out, ail the com- 
motion was over a slick and 
bouncy and well-scrubbed group 
who came on like the Seren- 
dipity Singers multiplied by four - 
teen. With the scent of pre-show 
highballs hanging in the audi- 
ence air, they did the Star-Spang- 
led Banner in double-time and 
then proceeded to sing and dance 
their way into everybody's 
hearts, 150 kids in paste! jump- 
ers and snappy blazers (except 
for a few Orientals and a groovy 


Indian cat, who were dressed in 
their nauve garb) with sparkling 
eyes and nice voices. 

They did a nice song about 
racial equality called ‘‘WhatCol- 
or is God’s Skin’’ and others 
like ‘‘Building a Nation,’’ ‘‘The 
Ride of Paul Revere,’’ etc, And 
they did a not so nice song about 
Fort Riley, Kansas - ‘‘Marching 
from Ft, Riley to a day of vic- 
tory. A friend of every free man 
is the fighting Ninth Infantry.’’ 

The whole thing was remi- 
niscent of an old Donald O’Con- 
nor movie (‘‘OK kids, let's try 
this new number’’) or a pre- 
Bob Richards Wheaties com- 
mercial (‘‘Building a generation 
of strong Americans’’), 

And after a few personal test- 
aments (‘‘I'm going to get 
involved. How about you?’’) and 
several hand - clapping encores, 
the cast stormed off the stage 
carrying Up With People rec- 
ords (two bucks a piece) to meet 
the cheering audience, 

‘“‘They sure have an awful lot 
of pep,’’ said a gentleman on his 
way out, 

‘*Yep,"’ said his companion,

Students Petition 
For Bombing End 


NEW YORK (CPS) -- 
Leaders of several major student 
and youth organizations have en- 
dorsed a national drive to obtain 
Signatures on a petition calling 
on President Johnson to end the 
bombing of North Vietnam and to 
negotiate now to end the war. 

The student leaders called 
for campus support of the 
National Student and Faculty 
Registration for Negotiation Now! 
They announced that some 175 
local campus drives are already 
underway in support of the peti- 
tion campaign. 

The petitions cali on 
President Johnson to end the 
bombing and to recognize the 
National Liberation Front as 
meaningful steps toward negotia- 
tion and a political settlement 
of the Vietnam war, 

The student leaders’ state- 
ment was issued as the Negotia- 
tion Now Campaign announced it 
would continue through the elec- 
tion year. 

‘This will be a crucial year 
for those who are working for a 
new American policy in Viet- 
nam,’’ the statement said, ‘‘The 
Stage is being set for the 1968 
elections and proper efforts, 
made now, can assure the widest 


discussion of Vietnam in the 
electorate and a strong trend 
against war and escalation in 
the voting.’’ 


The student leaders also 


said, ‘‘During the summer 
months our government has 
pursued, with ever increasing 


steps, a policy of military escala- 
tion in Vietnam. We see no 
basis for believing that these 
steps will lead to a resolution of 
the conflict in Vietnam; rather 
there is every reason to believe 
that these desperate military 
measures are leading to further 
disasters in Southeast Asia and 
in our own domestic affairs. We 
believe that America does have 
an alternative in Vietuam and 
chat a just and peaceful resolu- 
tion of the conflict is possible,’’ 

The statement urged students 
not only to give their personal 
Support to the petition campaign, 
‘but to organize signature drives 
that will enlist hundreds of 
thousands of others. We hope 
to bring the full strength of the 
academic community into a 
national! coalition that will have 
the power significantly to affect 
public opinion during the coming 
‘year of decision.’ "’

BOOK REVIEW

SOUR CREAM WITH EVERY- 
TILING, by Joyce Porter,New 
York: Charles Scribner's 
Sons, 1966; $3.95. 


It used to be that only impor- 
tant guys like Ian Fleming were 
allowed to write spy spoofs. But 
now that Fleming’s throne stands 
vacant, and now that there is 
big money in writing spy spoofs, 
every hack in the business has 
to get into the act. Among them 
is a reamrkably shallow mystery 
writer from England named Joyce 
Porter 


Subtitled ‘‘The Story ofa Most 
Unlikely Spy,"’ ‘‘Sour Cream with 
Everything’’ is also the most un- 
likely thing Scribner’s ever de- 
cided to buy. 


It is certain to make money. 
It has all the proper ingredi- 
ents: shallow characters, a prop- 
erly ironic plot, and a current- 
ly ‘‘in’’ subject —spies. ‘‘Sour 
Cream’’ also tries to be funny 
and that simply takes the cake. 


Get this: a down-and-out anti- 
hero who speaks perfect Russian 
is blackmailed by the British 
secret service into temporarily 
impersonating one of their double 
agents in nasty old Russia, He 
effects the switch, impersonates 
the Russian, ar*, after several 
turns in the plu my little sis- 
ter could have predicted, finds 
himself in the hands of the KGB! 
(Pause for a horrific shiver!) 
After a few more turns (in ex- 
change for his freedom, he must 
murder his Soviet captor’s 
annoying wife) he manages to sub- 
vert a carefully planned spon- 
taneous demonstration in Moscow 
to his own ends, and escapes into 
the British embassy. It is there 
that he finds himself trapped 
for good, and in exile amid his 
enemies he writes This Book. 
That's the plot.
